Givonni Milamen Sent Back to 
Jail to Await Trial for As¬ 
sault with Deadly Weapon 

Witnesses are Evidently Threatened 
With Vengence and Sheriff Finds it 
Hard to Secure Evidence to Convict 

Givonni Milamen, the Italian who 
is accused of stabbing Louis Pinsoni 
in Irishtown a couple of weeks ago, 
was brought before Judge McSweeney 
last Tuesday and charged with an as¬ 
sault with a deadly weapon with intent 
to commit murder. The hearing was 
set for April 2nd, and upon being un- 
unable to furnish $2500 bond the pris¬ 
oner was returned to the county jail at 
Redwood City. 

Miliman was arrested shortly after 
the stabbing upon information given 
by some of the Italian friends of the 
injured man and was later identified 
by the injured man himself. Later, 
however, the witnesses refused to tes¬ 
tify against the prisoner, evidently 
being threatened with vengence should 
the guilty party be brought to justice. 

The Sheriff has been working on the 
case ever since but still finds the same 
secrecy which is characteristic of the 
Italian race. He believes, however, 
that he has enough information to 
secure a conviction and the prisoner 
will be brought to trial. 

Pinsoni is still at the Plymire Hos¬ 
pital where he is rapidly recovering and 
will probably be able to be around in a 
few days.

Maintained South City will Have 

Second-Class Office Within Year.

In compliance with the request of a 
number of our principal property own¬ 
ers and business men of South City 
we republish the following account of 
the remarkable increase in the business 
of the Postoffice during the six months 
ending December 81, 1906, and of the! 
change in the classification of the Post- 
office, which is now according to law, 
in the third class. The object of this 
republication is to place before the pub¬ 
lic an absolutely reliable evidence of 
the volume of business now being trans¬ 
acted in our city, which, not withstand¬ 
ing the earthquake, the partial destruc¬ 
tion of San Francisco and the delays 
and interruptions resulting therefrom 
has continued to forge ahead with 
gratifying rapidity. 

There is no more accurate gauge for 
determining the growth of the business 
of any town or city then the records of 
its postal service bearing the approval 
of the United States Goverment. 

Sales of real estate, bank reports, etc., 
are good evidences in their way, but 
the records of the postoffice are of much 
greater value as they show not alone 
the volume of business transacted but 
also a close average of the increase in 
population. 

It is hardly necessary to remark that 
in view of the constantly increasing 
activities of our citizens in all lines of 
industry since the lirst of the New 
Year the report of Postmarter Gun- 
nigh am for the fiscal half year ending 
June .’10, 15*07 will show a still more 
remarkable and gratifying increase in 
our postal business. I

The Judge has been looking forward | 
to the change in the office for some 
time and has been planning for extensive 
improvements as soon as the charge 
should be made. New boxes have been 
planed and will be arranged more 
conveniently than theold ones so those 
who have boxes can have access to them 
at any time. 

The growth in the postolfice here has 
been something marvelous during the 
past year and should it continue in the 
same proportion South City will be 
given a second class office before the 
yearisover.

Flat Just South of Town is Covered 

With Water and Sediment Fills in 

Two Feet. 

The damage by storm last week was 
heavy all over the State and this sec¬ 
tion of San Mateo County suffered its 
share, although the damage at South 
City was but slight compared with 
other sections of the county. The 
United Railroads and the Southern 
Pacifie Co. suffered considerable dam¬ 
age and traffic on both these lines was 
stopped for some time. 

Water rushed down the hills just 
north of town carrying with it great 
quantities of soil. The fiat just south 
of town was covered with water and 
when the water subsided it was found 
that the sediment had filled the flat 
over two feet in the lowest places and 
in many instances fences were almost 
completely hidden. 

The main county road was badly, 
washed and made impassable, while 
the bridge at Baden station and an¬ 
other at the Silva ranch were almost 
completely destroyed. The Spring 
Valley pipes also suffered considerable 
damage and it was only due to prompt 
action on the part of the company 
that prevented a serious break. 

Although the damage to the streets 
of South City was but slight several 
bad washouts occured near Holy Cross 
Cemetary which blocked the cars for 
two days and caused much in¬ 
convenience to the people employed 
about town.

STEAMER REPORTED LOST. 

188 Men May Have Perished on the 
Steamer Greenland 

St. Johns, N. F., idarch 29.—The 
steamer Greenland, with 183 men on 
board, is reported lost off the New¬ 
foundland coast. The vessel, which 
was engaged in the seal fisheries, 
broke her main shaft during heavy 
weather last Saturday and during a 
raging blizzard on Sunday was 
driven seaward and has not since 
been seen by the other vessels of 
the fleet. 

Word of the probable disaster was 
brought here by the sealing steam¬ 
er Grand Lake. According to Cap¬ 
tain Knee of the Grand Lake, the 
master of the Greenland, after the 
breaking of the vessel’s shaft, at¬ 
tempted to induce the master of the 
steamer Diana to take 100 of the 
crew on board that vessel, but this 
was not done, as there was insuf¬ 
ficient room on the Diana. The j 
Greenland disappeared soon after¬ 
ward.

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GENERAL PUBLIC GETS JOB 
WITH RAILROAD IN ORDER 
TO PLEASE KICKERS. 


New Official’s Business Is to Travel 
and Suffer, That Somf of the Ills 
May Be Corrected. 


Chicago, March 2 9.—With a view 
to promoting better passenger ser¬ 
vice and also to getting closer to the 
people and their transportation 
wants, several of the railroads in the 
West, including the Burlington, have 
created a new position. The incumb¬ 
ent really has no title and the vari¬ 
ous vice-presidents call him what 
they please. One Western vice- 
president calls his new official “The 
General Public.” 

It is the sole duty of the “General 
Public” to travel over his own road 
and the roads of his competitors and 
take observations relative to the 
service, the way the trains are 
handled and how the public is treat¬ 
ed. He is in no sense of the word a 
“spotter,” but he is the man who 
tells the management how the pub¬ 
lic is handled on his particular road 
and on other roads, and who draws 
comparisons regarding the service 
furnished by the different lines. 

“The General Public” is expected 
to travel in the day coaches and to 
buy his ticket at the station where he 
gets on trains. In doing so he notes 
how the station agents handle the 
public in selling tickets and giving 
the information which travelers de¬ 
sire regarding time, connections and 
other matters; sees how the train is 
handled at stations and what can be 
done to facilitate its running. 


FOUR MEN FIGHT PISTOL DUEL. 


Texas Ranger Will Die and Constable 
Is Badly Wounded. 

Bowie, Tex., March 29—In a four- 
handed pistol duel here last night 
between Walker and Robert Har¬ 
groves on one side and Town Mar¬ 
shal John Adams and Constable John 
Walter on the other, an outcome of 
the recent shooting of Walker Har¬ 
groves and in which he believes ttie 
others are implicated. Walter re¬ 
ceived wounds which will prove fatal 
and Adams was seriously wounded. 
After shooting Walter Hargroves 
barricaded himself in his home and 
ddfied arrest. While a mob was 
forming, however, with the evident 
intention of lynching him, Hargroves 
surrendered to the Mayor under 
promise of protection. Robert Har¬ 
groves escaped.

Emperor Joseph Washes Feet. 

Vienna, March 29—Emperor Fran¬ 
cis Joseph yesterday performed the 
Maundy Thursday foot-washing cere¬ 
mony in the large hall in the Hof- 
burg before a gathering of Arch¬ 
dukes, diplomats and state officials. 
Prior to the washing of the feet of 
twelve aged men the Emperor, as¬ 
sisted by the Archdukes, personally 
served them with a repast of several 
courses. The ceremony was con¬ 
cluded with the bestowal of silk 
purses containing thirty pieces of 
silver, which the Emperor hung 
around the neck of each of the old 
men. 


Seattle Builders’ Strike Ended. 

, Seattle, Wash., March 2 9.—The 
strike of the Seattle builders, which 
for the last week has put the quiet¬ 
us on construction work, ended last 
night. Committees representing the 
Building Trades Assembly and the 
Master Builders’ Association, the 
warring factions, met my common 
consent in a four hours’ session. The 
agreement was in the nature of an 
oral understanding but the likeli¬ 
hood of further trouble is doubtful. 


Fine Gift for the Cruiser Washington 
Olympia, Wash., March 2 9.—Col¬ 
onel N. E. Linsley of Spokane left 
that city today for League Island, 
taking with him the $5,000 silver 
■ervice this State has purchased for 
presentation to the cruiser Wash¬ 
ington and will make the presenta¬ 
tion on his arrival. The recent Legis¬ 
lature made an appropriation to pay 
for the set.. 


FLOODS ARE RECEDING 


SUNSHINE TAKES THE PLACE OF 
RAIN AND THE STREAMS ARE 
RESUMING NORMAL FLOY#. 


Sacramento, March 29.—The crest 
of the flood has passed and the situ¬ 
ation on the lower Sacramento river 
is much impnovted. Grand, Sherman 
and Sutter Islands were the only 
ones saved in this valley, and people 
on the latter island have been fight¬ 
ing for their safety for the last two 
days. The weather is clear and 
there is no suffering among the peo¬ 
ple. Boats are taking cattje off the 
levees and people to dry land, and 
in a few days all will be out of dan¬ 
ger. 


Stockton, March 29.—Lee A. Phil¬ 
lips, manager of the Rindge Syndi¬ 
cate of Los Angeles capitalists, in¬ 
terested in reclamation in this coun¬ 
ty, stated yesterday that he had no 
hopes of saving any reclamation in 
this county. The new Jones tract 
was flooded last night, and the 
Rindge tract, which broke Wednes¬ 
day, and the breaks of which were 
stopped yesterday afternoon by two 
dredgers,gave way again and are full 
of water. Roberts and Marritt, Sher¬ 
man and Sutter Island are full of 
water. Roberts Island is still hold¬ 
ing. Woodward Island went out at 
noon. E. W. S. Woods, owner of the 
most of Roberts, states'that he be¬ 
lieves his island will be saved. The 
Palm tract is holding, but is expect¬ 
ed to flood. The upper river is 
steadily falling. The snow is lower 
and heavier in the mountains than 
ever before known at this time of 
the year, and it is feared that should 
the weather turn off warm another 
flood will occur. The weather today 
is clear and warmer than it has been 
for two weeks. 

MILLION TO GO FOR BRIDGES. 
Harriman Will Build Steel Struc¬ 
ture on Oregon Lines. 

Portland, Ore., March 29.—Esti¬ 
mates calling for the expenditure of 
$1,000,00(. in the construction of 
modern steel , bridges to replace 
wooden structures on the Oregon 
Railroad and Navigation and South¬ 
ern Pacific lines in Oregon have been 
approved by the Eastern officials of 
the Harriman system and work will 
be started soon on these improve¬ 
ments. It is expected to complete the 
replacement of the old bridges with 
the steel structures during the com¬ 
ing summer. 

This expenditure for bridges on 
the Oregon lines is the heaviest ap¬ 
propriation that has ever been made 
by the Harriman interests in this 
State for that purpose. 

Woman Swallows a Dozen Pins. 

Richmond, Va., March 29.—Mrs. 
C. H. Lewis was taken to the Vir¬ 
ginia Hospital yesterday, the victim 
of a peculiar accident. She was in 
her yard hanging the week’s wash¬ 
ing on a line and pinning the clothes 
up with ordinary pins. These she 
carried safely in her mouth until she 
sneezed suddenly and swullowed at 
least a dozen of them. Since then 
she has suffered intense agony and at 
the hospital it was said her condition 
is critical. 


Seal Catch Proves a Failure. 

St. Johns, N. F., March 29.— 
Gloomy tidings from the seal fishing 
fleet off the New Foundlaud coast 
were brought here yesterday by the 
sealing steamer Grand Lake. Cap¬ 
tain Knee of the steamer declared 
that this is the worst season for seals 
in his forty years’ experience. 


Alfonso May Be Fatally Stricken. 

Paris, March 2 9.—According to a 
Rome dispatch to the Journal, it is 
said that news has reached the Quir- 
inal that King Alfonso of Spain Is 
suffering from tuberculosis, and that 
the Spanish court is very uneasy re- 
■Decting his condition. 

Gives Fortune Away; Stays Poor. 

Omaha, Neb., March 2 9.—Patrick 
Mulligan, the Inmate of the Douglas 
County Poor House who recently fell 
heir to a fortune of $100,000, has re¬ 
fused to lehre the poor house, and 
baa announoed that he intends to 
found a oharity home for old men 
with all bis money. Mulligan has 
been eo long In the poor house that 
be says he will not feel at home any¬ 
where alee.

22 KILLED IN 



WORST DISASTER IN HISTORY 
OP ROAD TAKES PLACE JUST 
OUTSIDE OF COLTON. 


Sunset Express Dashes Into an Open 
Switch, Crushing Ten Coaches 
Into Kindling Wood. 


Colton, Cal., March 2 9.—One of 
i the most disastrous wrecks in the 
history of the Southern Pacific oc¬ 
curred one and one-half miles east 
of this town last evening about five 
o’clock when westbound train No. 9, 
from New Orleans, for San Francis¬ 
co, ran into an open switch while 
going at the rate of forty miles an 
hour and ten of the fourteen coaches 
were derailed with frightful results. 
Twenty-two people are known to 
have been killed and the final list 
will total much higher than this 
number. The injured number about 
one hundred, many of whom are 
seriously injured and will die. 

L. R. Alvord, W., K. Davis and .1. 
G. Guesenmeyer, members of the 
smitching crew, who are accused of 
leaving the switch open and causing 
the wreck were taken into custody 
and held in $1,000 bail by Coroner 
Van Wye. 

The wrecked coaches were hurled 
in every direction. Four of them 
were smashed into flinders. Most of 
the dead were Italians from New 
York and New Orleans, going to San 
FranciBco. They occupied the smok¬ 
er and day coach. 

The dead were terribly maimed 
and mangled. Eighteen of the^ were 
taken to the D. C. Schwartz under¬ 
taking establishment at Colton. 

The injured were carried to this 
city in vehicles of all sorts and the 
Colton Hospital was quickly ^filled to 
its capacity. Many were then taken 
to the Presbyterian church and to 
private residences in the vicinity. 

. The derailment of the train was 
caused by the crew of a switch en¬ 
gine leaving a switch open at this 
point. It is stated that the engine 
passed through the switch a few mo¬ 
ments before the overland appeared. 
A switchman named Morrison was in 
the yards. After the switch engine 
had passed onto another track, the 
engineer asked the fireman if he had 
rethrown the switch. The fireman 
recalled that he had neglected to do 
so and the engineer whistled franti¬ 
cally for Morrison to close it. The 
signal was not given In time, and 
Morrison did not reach the switch 
before the overland had plunged 
through, and been derailed. 

The broken wreckage of the day 
coaches and smoker filled with the 
bodies of the dead and injured, were 
hurled all ower it. Helpless passen¬ 
gers, imprisoned in the wreckage, 
called frantically for help. By a 
miracle the train was not set afire. 

Four of the ten coaches which were 
derailed were smashed out of all re¬ 
semblance to passenger cars, mere 
were three tracks where the accident 
occurred, which is in the open coun¬ 
try. The people oi Colton were first 
to be notified of the catastrophe. 
Immediately hundreds of people hur¬ 
ried to the scene of the wreck. Phy¬ 
sicians and nurses were brought from 
San Bernardino and Colton, and min¬ 
istered to the Injured. 


Landslide on Shasta Route. 

Redding, March 29.—To add fur¬ 
ther to the troubles of the Shasta 
route a landslide occurred yesterday 
a mile south of Keswick. It was a 
■mall one, but i twas enough to hold 
the northbound train four hours in 
Redding. The slide was at the place 
where another, two years ago, struck 
a passing overland train and wrecked 
the smoker. The washout a mile and 
a quarter above Sims has not yet 
been made good, and passenger 
trains will have to transfer there 
until Sunday or Monday. In the 
meantime there is no thoroughiare 
for through freight trains.

Los Angeles, March 29.—The Cor¬ 
oner’s Jury finds the Santa Fe guilty 
of neglect In the fatal collision at the 
Buena Vista bridge.

LIVE GOLDFISH ON A WAGFR 
OF FIFTY CENTS. 


Monmouth, Ill., March 29.—Elmer 
Whipple, a student of Monmouth 
College, swallowed a live goldfish to¬ 
day in the presence of a crowd of fel¬ 
low students to win a 50-cent bet. 

“I’ll bet I can eat se.ven sundaes 
in succession,” was Whipple’s first 
remark to a group of college boys 
standing about a soda fountain in a 
local drug store. 

Little attention was paid to the 
! challenge, but when Whipple, point- 
j ing to an aquarium in the window, 
added, “I would eat one of those 
! goldfish there for half a dollar,” the 
crowd quickly collected the amount 
J and took his offer. 

The druggist giving his permis¬ 
sion, the challenger fished out a. 
wriggling angler two inches long, 
put it In half aglass of water and 
devoured it. To show he had not 
lost his appetite, Whipple ate a sun¬ 
dae. 

The boaster did not enjoy the 50 
cents he had won. It went, with 
some more of Whipple’s allowance, 
to pay a physician. The youth com¬ 
plained of a pain in the stomach 
and hastened to a doctor’s office soon 
after his feast. 


BLOWS OUT HIS BRAINS. 


Passenger on the River Boat J. 1>. 

Peters Ends His Life 

Stockton, March 29.—Putting a 
3 2-caliber revolver In his mouth, a 
stranger, en route to Stockton from 
San Francisco, pulled the trigger and 
sent a bullet crashing Into his brain 
about 3 o’clock yesterday morning. 
The remains are now at the morgue 
awaiting identification. In a pocket 
was found an undated letter written 
to him by George Dent from Ken¬ 
wood, Sonoma county, addressirtg 
him as August. On the boat he spoke 
of having a daughter in Stockton. 

The deceased was about 45 years 
of age. 


Breaks Arm By Piling Money. 

Omaha, Neb., March 29.—Waldox 
Foster, receiving teller of the United 
States National Bank, is nursing a 
crippled arm, the result of having 
broken a bone in the wrist while 
counting silver dollars. He did It 
the day the returns to the controller 
of the ourrency showed the biggest 
deposits in Omaha bankB of any day 
at this sason of the year. 

Business was rushing for the teller 
and he was stacking the coins in 
piles when something in his right 
wrist snapped. It pained him con¬ 
siderably, but he Btuck to his post 
until yesterday. His arm is now 
badly swollen. 


Refuse to Give Up Lewis’ Ashes. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 29.—The 
Legislature today adopted a resolu¬ 
tion refusing the request of Oregon 
to allow the ashes of Captain Meri¬ 
wether Lewis, the famous explorer, 
to be taken to that State for inter¬ 
ment. Captain Lewis is buried in 
Lewis county, Tennessee, where the 
State has erected a monument to his 
memory. 


WITCHCRAFT IN HAWAII. 


Authorities Unable to Suppress Ka- 

hunaism on the Island of Kauai. 

Honolulu, T. H., March 20.—The 
Grand Jury on the island of Kauai 
reports a deplorable condition in the 
northern section of the island. Kahu- 
naiBm, or native witchcraft, is prac¬ 
ticed so much among the natives 
that the entire section is becoming 
terror-stricken. The officers seem to 
be afraid to suppress the kahunas 
for fear the latter will pray them or 
their families to death. 

Despite the attempts to persuade 
the natives not to credit the claims 
and threats of the witch doctorr., 
there is constantly evidence that the 
practice is being continued. 


Carter Is Offered a Second Term. 

Honolulu, March 29.—It is stated 
here that President Roosevelt has 
offered to appoint Governor Carter 
for a second term. The Governor 
is oonelderlng the matter and prob¬ 
ably will oonfer personally with 
President Roosevelt before reaehing 
a decision. 



BUYS M’CLOUD RIVER ROAD AND 
WILL CONTROL LUMBER 
FROM THE NORTH. 


Has Also Acquired the Nevada, Cali¬ 
fornia and Oregon Line and Is 
Building Toward Pitt Itiver. 


Redding, March 2 8—The McCloud 
River Railroad Company has sold its 
line, extending from Sisson and Up¬ 
ton on the Southern Pacific} to the 
town of McCloud, and beyond, to the 
Western Pacific Railway Company. 
The deal was practically closed in 
Sacramento yesterday, according to 
reports received here, and the West¬ 
ern Pacific will be in control of the 
McCloud road within the next day or 
so. 

This transaction means that the 
Western Pacific has gained complete 
control of the lumber shipments of 
Northern California by one of the 
most successful coups ever carried 
out. It has caught the Southern 
Pacific napping. 

The Western Pacific not long ago 
acquired the Nevada, California and 
Oregon line. This line is surveyed 
to Alturas, Modoc county, and the 
McCloud road is surveyed and build¬ 
ing past Parties on towards the 
Pitt river. 

The plan of the Western Pacific is 
now to connect the two roads at 
Alturas, Modoc vounty. The lumber 
of the Northern California pineries 
will find its way to market via the 
Western Pacific and not south over 
the lines of the Southern Pacific. 


Cancer the Cause of Smith’s Death. 

Tokio, March 29.—According to 
information received from Kioto, 
James Henry Smith began to com¬ 
plain of toothache while in the Indi¬ 
an Ocean. Upon reaching Shanghai 
he consulted a physician, who suc¬ 
ceeded in relieving the pain to some 
extent. When he arrived at Naga¬ 
saki the pain again became severe, 
but with medical assistance he 
reached Kobe, where another physl- 
cian was consulted. He finally pro¬ 
ceeded to Kioto by train, but when 
that city was reached he was so weak 
that he bad to be carried to his hotel, 
where he underwent a Burgical oper¬ 
ation on his gum on March 25th. 
After the operation he was progres¬ 
sing fairly well, but suddenly on 
March 2 7th grave symptoms devel¬ 
oped and he expired at 9 o’clock that 
evening. 

It is believed that a cancer was the 
cause of death. 


Carnegie Hays Roosevelt Is Right. 

Washington, March 29.—Andrew 
Carnegie, who is In Washington for 
a few days, expressed the following 
opinion on the railway situation: 

“I absolutely indorse the Presi¬ 
dent’s attitude toward the railroads. 
He is the best friend they have and 
they ought to realize it. The rail¬ 
roads had better stand by him. If 
they do not accept his moderate 
measures, they may be confronted 
by a man in the White House who 
will approach the question of the 
railroads from an entirely different 
standpoint.” 

Why Negroes Will Not Recruited 

Washington, March 29.—It is 
stated at the War Department that 
the reason for the order discontinu¬ 
ing further recruitment of negroes is 
because the military organization au¬ 
thorized by Congress is now filled to 
its maximum strength. The depart¬ 
ment itself announoed some months 
ago that all the negro troops with a 
small exception affecting some short 
time men and a few at West Point 
Academy, had been ordered to the 
Philippines. 


Bonilla’s Government Is No More. 
Washington, March 29—'t he State 
Department has received a cable¬ 
gram from Phillip R. Brown, secre¬ 
tary of the American legation at Te¬ 
gucigalpa, as follows: 

“Tegucigalpa was abandoned Wed¬ 
nesday hurriedly, and It was occu- 1 
pled last night by Nicaraguans and 
Hondureans. I assume charge in the 
interval with the aid of the consuls 
and preserved order. The Bonillan 
Government no longer exists.”

WANTS TO CHANGE THE LAW.

Harriman Would Have the Amti- 
Trust Act Amended. 

New York, March 29.—E. H. Har¬ 
riman said yesterday, when asked for 
his opinion of Jacob H. SchlfT's plan 
for a conference between the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission and a 
committee of railroad presidents, 
that the beat way to clear up the rail¬ 
road situation waa not to arrange 
conferences, but to amend the Sher¬ 
man anti-trust act. 

“I have thought for years and I 
still think,” Harriman said, ‘‘that the 
best thing to do to improve the rail¬ 
road situation would be to amend the 
Sherman act so that railroads could 
make agreements among themselves. 
Then we railroad men could look 
each other in the face and do busi¬ 
ness as other people do. Give the 
railroads a chance to make contracts 
between themselves regarding the 
handling and distribution of traffic 
and the railroad situation would 
pretty soon right itself.” 

Three Sailors Drown. 

Portland, Ore., March 2 9.—The 
English bark Jordan Hill arrived 
at Astoria today from Antwerp, after 
an exceptionally severe trip, during 
which three of her sailors fell from 
aloft and were drowned. 

Troops Kill Peasants. 

Berlin, March 2 9.—It is reported 
here that 800 peasants were killed in 
a battle with the troops at Stareski, 
villages and farm houses being 
burned. At Nzacenl twenty-five riot¬ 
ers were killed by troops. 


JURYMAN RETURNS VERDICT.

Rears Evidence, Eelocts Himself 
Foreman and Deliberates. 

Pan Francisco, March 29.—Chas. 
Mayer, a tailor, sat as the “gentle¬ 
man of the Jury” in Judge Weller’s 
court yesterday. Grace Moore was 
on trial on the charge of visiting a 
house on Jackson street. Eighteen 
talesmen were called, and It was 
stipulated that the case should be 
tried before the jurors that might be 
secured from the Mimber of tales¬ 
men. All the talesmen were excused 
for bias or privilege; all except May¬ 
er. So, under the stipulation, he was 
the Jury. 

At the conclusion of the case, May¬ 
er retired to the Jury room and elect¬ 
ed himself foreman. Ha deliberated 
with himself for half an hour, and 
then returned to court with a verdict 
that read: 

“Me, the jury, find the defendant, 
Grace Moore, not guilty. Charles 
Mayer, Foreman.”

Santa Rosa, March 89,—The four- 
horse Pine Flat stage went over a 
high embankment near here Wednes¬ 
day, with no worse injuries to its 
passengers than bruises and a few 
broken bones. 

Big Increase hi Immigration. 

New York, March 2 9.—A total of 
16,058 Immigrants and 1890 cabin 
travelers arrived in this port on a 
dozen steamship lines yesterday. It 
was probably the record immigration 
day of the rush season.
